Freedom from Income and 
Inheritance Taxes 

Aside from and in addition to the 
many natural blessings which residents 
of Tampa enjoy, you can profit by an¬ 
other material advantage here that you 
cannot have in any other state in the 
Union. The Florida Constitution pro¬ 
vides that “No tax uoon INHERIT¬ 
ANCES or upon INCOMES of any 
residents or citizens of this state shall 
be levied by the state of Florida or 
under its authority/’ 

Never before has any state given 
such ample protection to wealth and 
its production. No penalty is placed 
upon success in Florida. If a resident 
of Florida acquires wealth he may re¬ 
tain it and pass it on to his children 
or heirs undiminished. 

Not only are individuals favored by 
Florida's tax laws, but corporations are 
equally protected, with the result that 
thousands of corporations are establish¬ 
ing themselves in Florida. 



Briefly stated the tax advantages for 
individuals and corporations are as 
follows: 

First. No State Income Tax. (Constitu¬ 
tionally prohibited.) 

Second. No State Inheritance Tax. (Con¬ 
stitutionally prohibited.)

Ninth. Constitutional Limitation of Five 
Mill Tax on intangibles if ever taxed. 
(They are not now taxed.) 

In Florida valuable papers may be 
placed in safety deposit without be¬ 
ing subject to the espionage of state 
officials.

To constitute a legal residence in 
Florida there must be apparent a clear 
and positive intention to become a per¬ 
manent resident to the exclusion of 
every other state. The circumstances 
usually relied on to establish such a 
residence are: 

(1) Establishing and maintaining a home 
In Florida, in which the resident and his 
family stay at least a considerable part of 
the year. 

(2) Declaration of residence, such as let¬ 
terheads, signatures on hotel registers, 
change of church and lodge memberships, 
recitals in wills, deeds, etc. 

(3) Having a place of business in Florida. 

(4) Paying poll tax and personal tax in 
Florida. 

(5) Registration for and voting in Florida. 

(6) Reporting and paying Federal income 
taxes through the proper office in Florida.
